The following investigation was conducted by 
Special Agent HAROLD L. ROBBINS, on December 23, 1968. 


At Route 2, Plymouth, Wisconsin 


HAROLD PAUL JENS, Houte 2, Elkhart Lake, was 
interviewed at his employment at the Hickory Hill Sanitarium 
at Route 2, Plymouth. He advised that he had been in the 
town of Hurley, Wisconsin, around the first week of October, 
1968, and advised that during this trip he made one visit 
to the Club 13 Bar located in Hurley, Wisconsin. He pointed 
out that he goes to Hurley each year on vacation around this 
time, and on this particular trip, he was accompanied by his 
wife, LUELLA, and both he and his wife stayed at a motel in 
Ironwood, Michigan, the name of which he cannot recall, but 
possibly was the Indianhead Motel. | 


JENS advised that the one evening that he went into 
Hurley, he left his motel at approximately 9 p.m., and traveled 
to Hurley and went to one bar down the street from the Club 13, 
the name of which he cannot recall, but advised that there were 
"B" girls working in the bar who asked him to buy them a bottle 
of Champagne but never propositioned him in any manner. After 
staying in this bar for approximately forty minutes, he walked 
over to the Club 13 Bar and entered this bar. He advised he 
stayed in this bar approximately 15 to 30 minutes and had two 
to three drinks and then walked outside and entered his automobile, 
and drove back to his motel in Ironwood, Michigan. 


JENS stated that while he was in the Club 13 Bar, there 
were only two other white males sitting at the other end of the bar, 
and a red-headed woman bartender in ber middle 50s was tending bar. 
He advised he was not approached by anyone who offered the services 
of a prostitute to him, nor did he observe anyone entering or leaving 
the bar or going to the upstairs portion of the bar room itself 
during the brief period he was at this bar. 


JENS pointed out that he had heard through general 
gossip that there were prostitutes working in the Club 13 Bar, 
and stated that this was common knowledge in the Hurley, Ironwood, 
area. However, he knows nothing about the identitigor names of 
any of these prostitutes, nor does he know any specific details of 
any prostitution activity which has ever taken place at the Club 13.

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JENS specifically denied participating in any 
prostitution activity or even being approached for this 
purpose during the time he spent at the Club 13 Bar. It 
was noted that JENS is 62 years of age.

While he was away, LOIS "FRENCHY" GASBARRI operated 
the Club 13 for him in his absence. She has worked for him 
since he obtained the license to the Club 13. Нег рау is 
$50.00 or $60.00 per week. She tends bar and pays the bills 
when he is not at the Club 13. The profits and proceeds from 
the operation are placed іп a safe in the Club 13. 


When asked to display records relating to inoome 
from room rent, еіс,, he declined to produce same, stating 
he would Bot do so without а court order. 


Regarding prostitutes operating at the Club 13, 
he stated he has never gone to get à prostitute, but they, 
the prostitutes, call and state they want to come up and 
state they want to come up and work as prostitutes. Не 
declined to say as to what happens to the proceeds from 
the prostitution activities, and stated he has nothing to 
do with it. He further said that when he operated the 
Club 13 in 1966 and 1967, there were prostitutes operating 
upstairs in the building, he knew what was going on, but 
had no part of it. Не said he mew the girls were working as 
prostitutes, but he has not made any money off of the 
prostitution activities. He does not direct the operations 
of the prostitutes. |

While working on the boats, he sent pay checks

Michigan, None of the proceeds from the operation of the Club 
Í3 were deposited in that bank. He does not have a checking 
account. 


| When he left the Club 13 in April, 1968, to work 
on the boats, there were'no prostitutes operating at the 
Club. During the period he was gone, he had no contact with 
the Club 13 and was in Hurley for only five hours that being

when he was 18. 


While employed at the Club Carnival, he received $150 
per week for dancing, plus commissions on drinks bought for him 
by customers. He received 30€ on every $2.00 drink, Champale, 
апа $6.90 on every $30.00 bottle of champagne. 


The Club Carnival is operated by JACK GASBARRI and DICK 
MATTRELLA. They also operate tbe Club Galaxie in Newport, Kentucky. 
MATTRELLA spends most of his time at the Club Galaxie. 


JACK GASBARRI bas said be does not want the girls to take 
dates away from the Club Carnival for prostitution. He has said 
the back booths are okay for sexual intercourse but not to let 
anyone catch them doing it, talk about it or act like they were 
doing it. GASBARRI does not go into the back booth area but 
passes close by it when going to the rear of the building. The 
waitresses serve drinks at the back booths and would be able to 
see the girls engaged in sexual or oral intercourse. The "regular" 
girls who have been coming back to the Club Carnival for years 
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engage in sexual or oral intercourse with the customers at the 
Club Carnival but not the newer hired dancers. 


He has engaged in oral intercourse, oral copulation, 
and sexual intercourse with customers in the back booths, located 
at the right rear of the Club Carnival. He was not paid for same 
by customers; the customers purchased one or more bottles of 
champagne in order to get in the back booth with him. While at 
the bar and before going to the booth, the customer was given the 
understanding as to what would take place in the booth. He and 
the other dancers would attempt to "bust out," ie: get the customer 
to buy as many bottles of champagne as he was willing to buy. апа 
money to рау for same. 


Regarding customers, he said he had oral intercourse 
and oral copulation with AL CARLSON, age about 40-45, who operates 
Carlson's Super Market, Ironwood, Michigan, and one TOMMY THOMPSON, 
possibly of Mercer, Wisconsin. Names of customers were not 
normally known. 


About one and & half years аро, he bad relations with a 
white male, age 50-55, 5'6"-7", salt and pepper color hair, 
wearing glasses, from Rhinelander, Wisconsin, who spent $600 
and who cashed checks through JACK GASBARRI. Of that amount, 
$400 was for champagne and $200 for sex. He had relations with 
this man in his (SHORT's) room over the Show Bar, Silver Street, 
Hurley. GASBARRI gave him $100 of the $600. Не described this 
customer as a degenerate who was allegedly а judge and who had 
him urinate in а glass which was then drank by the customer, Не 
does not know the name of this customer. 


Waitresses who would have observed the activity at the 
Club Carnival ere DOROTHY KLOSN (phonetic), ROSE TAYLOR, 
Wisconsin, and HELEN (last name unknown). 


Another person familiar with the operations is EDE 
(last name unknown), who has the license for the Show Bar in her 
name although the Show Bar is operated by JACK GASBARRI, The 
back room at the Show Bar has two large booths which were used 
by some of tbe dancers for sexual or oral intercourse with the 
customers. The Show Bar operated the same as the Club Carnival 
with respect to customers buying drinks or bottles of champagne. 
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Dancers hired at the Club Carnival worked at both the Show Bar and 
the Club Carnival during the past hunting season. The Show Bar 

is now closed, Not all of the dancers at the Show Bar engaged іп 
sexual intercourse with customers, some did and some did not. 


He was hired in the past for employment at the Club 
Carnival through the Chick Slosh-Pat DiCarlo Theatrical Agency, 
Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. He did not go through an 
agency when hired in June, 1968, The Club Carnival now hires 
through Chet Stamps (phonetic) Agency, Kansas City, Kansas.

He further said that ROSE (last name unknown), prostitute 
at the Club 13, Silver Street, Hurley, recently broke her leg and 
has not been operating as a prostitute although FRENCHY GASBARRI 
wanted her to even with a broken leg, according to what ROSE told 
him. 


JOHN KALASARDO, operator of the Band Box, now closed 
for the season, had offered him э job in the past but he did not 
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accept same even though more money was offered than GASBARRI paid. 
He has never been in the back room at the Band Box but has heard 
the remark that KALASARDO has told dancers they could do anything 
they wanted to in the back room. 


SHORT stated he is willing to testify as to the matters 
reported herein. He advised he was leaving Hurley on December 30, 
1968 because he feared harm would come to him and because he was 
sick of the operations in Hurley.

Mr. DAVID J. MEIER, Attorney at Law, 105 West Main 
Street, advised that on the night of October 8, 1968, he and 
Mr. JAMES T. ROGERS, District Attorney for Lincoln County, 
Merrill, Wisconsin, spent several hours in Hurley, Wisconsin.

JOHN GASBARRI, also known as Jack Gasbarri, was 
interviewed at the Club Carnival, Hurley, Wisconsin, at 
which time he was advised by Special Agent RAYMOND L. JOHNSON 
that an investigation was being conducted under the 
white slave traffic act and the interstate transportation 
in aid of racketeering act. He was advised that he did not 
have to answer. questions, that any statement made by him 
could be used against him in any court, that he had the

Regarding the Club 13, he stated he has no interest 
in the operation of same.

He stated he does not get anything from the profits 
of the Club 13 and has not since he washed his hands of it. 
He said he would not know if there have been prostitutes 
operating at Club 13 and that he never goes in there. 


At this point in the interview, GASBARRI declined 
to answer further questions. He was told by Special Agent 
JOHNSON that SA JOHNSON desired to ask him one more question, 
that being that if he was willing to make available the 
records reflecting identity of entertainers who worked at the 
Club Carnival in 1968.

In а, column in this copy of The Miner there are some 
interesting and straight-forward observations on certain 
promises and threats to start a campaiga to clean up Hurley

JOHNSON stated that 
in July, 1968, she traveled to Hurley by Greyhound Bus which 
she entered on in Milwaukee and left in Ironwood, Michigan. 
JOHNSON paid for the bus fare and was not told how she should 
travel from Milwaukee to Hurley, Wisconsin. 


In December, 1968, JOHNSON traveled from Milwaukee to а 
Hurley via North Central Airlines which traveled from Mitchell " 
Field, Milwaukee, to Minneapolis, Minnesota, to Ironwood, Michigan. 
JOHNSON also paid for the plane with her own funds. . 


JOHNSON advised that she resided at the corner of 
12th and Silver Street while in Hurley and was employed at the 
Club Carnival as а stripper and "B" girl at a salary of $150 
a week. JOHNSON received no instructions while at the Club 
Carnival because she is experienced as а "В" girl and stripper. 
JOHNSON advised that if she did anything out of line such as get 
fresh with customers or drink to excess, "Jackpot" would call her 
to his office and warn her against such activities. JOHNSON stated 
that she received commissions on any drinks she can get customers to 
buy for her during the course of the night. For a drink which costs 
$2, she gets а commission of 35€, and if she sells a bottle of 
champagne which is priced at $15, $25, $30, and $50, she receives 
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а certain percentage but does not know exactly how much. 


JOHNSON stated that any prostitutional or immoral 
activities on the part of the "В" girls are not tolerated 
in the Club Carnival and that she Ша never received any 
instructions condoning these activities. 


JOHNSON stated that if а customer buys а bottle 
of champagne, they usually go to the booths in the Club 
and sit and drink with the customers. JOHNSON stated that 
the girls and the customers engage in necking and petting 
but have never engaged in any prostitutional activities. 
JOHNSON advised that they were not allowed to engage in any 
sexual activities with thecustomers while in the Club Carnival 
and that there is no facilities in the Club for such activities. 
JOHNSON denied any knowledge of prostitutional activities being 
carried on at the Club Carnival, and she knows no one at the 
Club who has observed such activities. JOHNSON stated that JOHN 
GASBARRI, to her knowledge, has never engouraged such activities 
in order to sell champagne and, to the contrary, prohibits such 
activities. 


JOHNSON stated she has no knowledge of any performers 
at the Club Carnival Show Bar or Band Box who were employed in 
1968 for the purpose of prostitution. 


JOHNSON stated that the only prostitutional activities 
in Hurley were being conducted at the Club 13 and the French 
Casino and that one of the girls who was employed as а prostitute 
was known as ROSIE, 


During the entire interview, MILDRED JOHNSON was drinking 
a substance which appeared to be a white wine, and she appeared to 
be inebriated. JOHNSON indicated to the interviewing Agents that 
she drinks very heavily and usually was intoxicated while employed 
at the Club Carnival.

She stated she worked in Hurley at the Carnival Club for 
JACK GASBARRI and RICHARD MATTRELLA,. To her knowledge 
both GASBARRI and MATTRELLA owned both the Club Carnival 
and the Show Bar, but they have since dissolved their 
partnership, and MATRELLA now is in Newport, Kentucky, and

She stated that while in Hurley she worked at the 
Club Carnival for approximately eighteen months during 1965 
and 1966 and then went to Minneapolis, Minnesota, and danced 
at the Copper Squirrel for about eighteen months. She stated 
that her job in Minneapolis was obtained by her, and she 
did not use an agent. She stated that agents are only used 
to get started in the business or if a dancer is moving 
constantly around the country. 


She stated that in early 1968 or late 1967 she 
returned to the Club Carnival in Hurley, Wisconsin, to 
work, and she obtained this job by calling JACK GASBARRI 
and worked there until February 1968, at which time she 
came to Newport, Kentucky, to dance. Since that tíme 
she has danced at the Club Galaxie, Jai Alai, Bpotted Calf, 
and the Playgirl Lounge.

has a very bad reputation concerning prostitution, but in 
her opinion, these beliefs are completely false, 


She stated she had her own apartment while in Hurley 
and was not required to live above any of the show bars.

following information: 


She is an exotic dancer and dances under the name 
of[ I and is presently employed at the Jai Alai Piano 
Lounge, Newport, Kentucky. 


She was hired by RICHARD MATTRELLA to work in the 
Galaxie Club, Newport, Ky., in September, 1968. The first 
part of November, 1968, she was approached by MATTRELLA to 
go to Hurley, Wisconsin, to dance since the hunting season 
was coming and there was a shortage of dancers. She stated 
that she went to Hurley as a favor to MATYRELLA.  MATTRELLA 


furnished the transportation and she, along with PATRICIA 
Lg, [| I не from the Galaxie Club, 
Newpor е k Q rley, Wisconsin, to dance. PATRICIA 
LEE, were also dancing at the Galaxie 


Club fot MATTRELLA before they went to Hurley. 


She stated that she has never used any type of 
booking agent for any of her jobs because she has never 
travelled to dance, except to go to Hurley and that she went 
there only as a favor for MATTRELLA. 


She advised that she has danced for several years 
and had worked for MATTRELLA at the Sportsman's Club in 
Covington, Kentucky, when she first started dancing. She 
has also worked at the Spotted Calf, Jai Alai, Galüxie Club, 
all of Newport, Kentucky. She stated that the one trip to 
Hurley was the only out-of-town job that she has obtained. 


She stated that she and the other dancers were 
transported from Newport, Kentucky, to Hurley, Wisconsin, by 
а truck-type station wagon. This truck was driven by a 


person known to her only as DON“, and that the only description 


She could give of him was that he was tall, about forty years 
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of age. She stated that MATTRELLA only paid for the transportation 


to Hurley, as she and the other dancers had to pay for all 
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She stated that they drove straight through to Hurley 
and did not spend the night enroute. They arrived in Hurley 
early in the morning and were met at the restaurant near the 
Club Carnival by a man, name unknown, believed to be the 
caretaker and showed them their rooms above the Club Showbar. 
It was required that all dancers were to live in rooms above 
the Club Showbar, and they were charged approximately $9.00 
each per day for these rooms. 


She stated that the afternoon after their arrival 
the met "JACK", last name unknown, who instructed them of 
their working hours and he was supposedly the owner of the 
Club Carnival and the Showbar Club. She stated that she was 
to have worked from 7:00 PM to 1:00 AM in the Showbar and 
from 1:00 AM to 4:00 AM at the Club Carnival. She worked at 
a salary of $150.00 per week, plus commissions on drinks. 
The drinks for the girls were $2.00 a piece, and the girls 
received $.30 per drink. Champagne was sold for $25.00 per 
bottle and the girls received approximately $7.00 or $8.00 
commission per bottle. She stated that during her time at 
Hurley, she did not sell any bottles of champagne, but did 
sell several drinks, 


She stated that she received no instructions concern- 
ing her dancing or drinking with customers and that she was 
never approached to carry on prostitution activities. She 
stated that she knew of no prostitution activities in the Show- 
Bar or Carnival Clubs in Hurley and she has never heard апу 
rumors concerning prostitution activities being carried on 
at these establishments. She stated that it was the policy 
of the owners of these clubs to fire any girl who was suspicioned 
of prostitution activities and that it was strictly against 
club policy to date or see any club customers after hours. 


She stated that the Master of Ceremonies of the shows 
at these clubs scheduled their dancing, but no other instructions 
were received. She stated that the time spent drinking with 
а customer was left up to the girls' discretion'and that she 
was not required to spend any certain amount of time with a 
customer. А dancer could or could not dance with a customer, 
depending on her thoughts. 
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She stated that she never observed any of the 
dancers or waitresses engaged in sexual or oral intercourse 
or any immoral acts with customers in the booths at the rear 
of the Club Carnival and had never heard any rumors of such 
activities. She stated that both the Club Carnival and the 
Showbar were well lighted and in her opinion, such activities 
could not be carried on unless it was obvious to everyone 
in the club. She stated that the one thing that puzzled her 
the most concerning Hurley was the waitresses. She stated 
that the waitresses were constantly sitting with customers 
and that she had never worked any where where this was 
permitted. She stated that after She would be sitting with 
a customer and leave to dance or go to the restroom and when 
she returned, a waitress would be sitting with the customer 
that she just left. She stated that she and the girls who 
went to Hurley from the Galaxie Club were outcasts and did 
not associate with any of the regular dancers or waitresses. 


She stated that she vas іп bs Club 13 and did 
not know anything about it and knew of no connections 
between Club 13 and the Showbar or Carnival Club. 


She stated that she worked in Hurley for two or 
three weeks and that she and PATRICIA LEE returned to Newport 
Kentucky by airplane as they did not like the "atmosphere" 
at the Showbar and Carnival Club. She stated that she апа 
PATRICIA LEE paid their own transportation from Hurley, 
Wisconsin, back to Newport, Kentucky, and were not reimbursed 
by anyone. 


She stated that while she was employed at Hurley 
she was paid by "JACK", last name unknown, who she believed 
to be the owner of the Showbar and Cib Carnival. She again 
stated that she has never engaged in any prostitution activities 
and bas never been approached to carry on such activities. 
She described "JACK" as Short, heavy set, 5'2" and 50 years of 
age. 


After her arrival back in Newport, Kentucky, in 
thelatter part of November, 1968, she worked for the Galaxie 
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Club for approximately two weeks at which time the club was 
closed for a two week vacation during Christmas. She then 
went to work at the Jai Alai and has been dancing there since 
that time.
